“Paint the head red, Jimmy.” Jimmy, 8 
lad of thirteen, with symptoms of incipient 
painter's colic, was devoting his best ener- 
gies and the last fifteen minutes before din- 
ner to the decoration of a wooden squaw in 
colors whose brilliancy and variety wouid 
have shamed the spiendors of the first rain- 
bow. The little shop was asortof tawdry 
statuary hall, resplendent with the gorgeous 
presence of half a dozen cigar-store Indians 
in various states of incompleteness. A tall 
squaw, having a scornful face ay yet una 
dorned with eyes, oecupied a conspicuous 
place in the room; her drapery, consisting 
of a yellow blanket and a red buffalo robe, 

skilifully arranged so as to display a swell- 
ing bosom and a pair of monstrous calves. 

“A special order,” said the wood-carver to 
a New York Star reporter, “the man would 
have that buffalo robe red because he 
thought it would attract attention.” 

“Our business might be called artistic,’ 
he continued, *‘but there hain’t much money 
into it. Years ago, when I was a young ap- 
prentice I had the honor of making twofine

but I was proud of the job. That sort of 
business, though, dropped off fifteen years 
ago.

nothing now but make and repair Indians | 


and letter cards with sentiments such as 
them.” 

The carver spoke with the air of a man 
whose art had been prostituted to the sor- 
did demands of trade. He set no store by 
the Indians turned in whole tribes, and 
fashioned with small regard for the truth 
of nature. “They don’t look like Indians, 
you know,” he said, with amiable frankness. 
“No Indian ever had features like that big 
fellow there, and I reckon there never was 
asquaw who dressed like that one with the 
red buffalo robe If we made ’em like real 
Indians they’d be too ugly to sell. We have 
no models, but just keep on making them as 
they’ve been made for the last fifty years. 
The idea is to make them look pretty and to 
work in as many colors as possible. Some- 
times we get seven or eight different tints, 
besides gilding. What are they made of? 
White pine. It workseasy. We hack ’em 
out with saw and hatchet, rough ’em up 
with big tools and polish ’em off with finer 
implements. Jimmy, show the gentleman 
the logs in the cellar.” 

Jimmy promptly led the way to the un- 
derground lumber room, where lay half a 
dozen great pine logs from sixteen to 
twenty-four feet in length. Against the 
wall leaned a rudely-hacked piece of timber 
that looked like a damaged gate-post. Jim- 
my averred that in time this would be a 
splendid squaw, with a painted skirt and a 
headdress of plumes. He pointed out where 
each leg would be, which way the face 
would turn and how the arms would appear. 
The figure, limbs, pedestal and all were 
carved from the singie log in one piece. It 
did not seem to contain the promise and po- 
tevcy of the cleverly carved figures in the 
shop above, but Jimmy had faith that heand 
his father would yet evolve from the un- 
sightly log a comely squaw of conventional 
pattern. 

“KR takes from six to sixteen days tomake 
one of these figures,’’ said the master of the 
shop, taking up the thread of his dis- 
course. ‘*The simpler ones can be whittied 
out in three days and painted in three more. 
The big, complicated figures, with toma- 
hawks and wanipum necilaces and beaded 
bows, take a week or more, and the paint- 
ing requires nearly as long. That squaw, 
you see, isn’t the right color for 
a squaw. -That’s only the ground- 
work. We've got to paint her copper 
eolor to-morrow. Then we’ve got to put in 
her eyes. They may be blue, gray or 
brown. After that comes the fine work on 
the feather heacdress. Nobody cares much 
what they look like, so they're Bhowy, and 
paint’s the thing that makes ‘em sell. 
What do they cost? From 815 to #60. A 
good Indian, well taken care of, will last 
thirty years. Once ayear he ought to be 
sent back for repairs. Taste in Indians 
does not change much, and my customers 
trust to me to do the thingright. Yes, we 
deal in second-hand Indians,”’ he continued, 
glancing up at the faded splendors of a 
squaw, over whose arm the wood-carver’s 
street coat was hung for wantof a better 
clothes-rack. 

“When a man moves toa new he 
sometimes gets a fresh Indian. e take 
the old one off his hands and sell it to some 
small dealer. We used to make negroes 
from °48 to about 60, but later they got un- 
popular. Then the girl of the period and 
the Grecian bend had ago; but mostly the 
trade runs steady on Indians. Going! 
Well, you may say that business is dull, 
though it might be worse; but on the 
whole, the public doesn’t appreciate our art 
as it once did.”’

THE same disposition on the 
part of the American people which 
caused the passage of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act can cause the holes 
to be patched which experience 
developes. The true policy is not 
to growl at those who discover 
the holes and expose them, but to 
set machinery in motion to remedy 
the defect. The sworn officers of 
the administration are not making 
the laws, but are enforcing them, 
and it is unfair to expect them to 
find in them what is not there. 

While on this subject of Chinese 
labor there is a word which some- 
body ought to say to those who 
are to take the places left vacant 
by the exclusion act. A _ very 
strong movement was made a 
couple of years ago to do away 
with Chinese house servants, and 
it was so far successful that to-day 
there are not more than half a 
dozen such in Reno. Not one in 
ten of those who took part in that 
effort had anything to gain by the 
change, but they rather expected 
to be discommoded a good deal 
while labor was in the state of 
transition. 

Purely for the good of their 
country and their kind, therefore, 
the citizens have been to both ex- 
pense aud annoyance in this mat- 
ter. Any one would suppose that 
the people for whose good a sacri- 
fice was made would appreciate it 
and try ito show some sense of 
gratitude. Doubtless a great many 
laboring men and women do feel 
so, but that many are willing to 
take all that falls their way with- 
out taking any one else’s rights 
into account is very plain to be 
seen. In any other line of business 
a person would look out for cus- 
tomers, and the coal man or gro- 
cery keeper who was furnishing a 
regular -supply to a family would 
not leave them unsupplied if he 
ran short, but with the labor mar- 
ket it seems to be different. There 
are in Reno to-day women far from 
well whose help walked out with- 
out ten hours’ notice, leaving them 
no chance to get help and doing 
nothing themselves to provide a 
substitute. There is nothing the 
people have to contend with to- 
day so annoying and so unneces- 
sary as this question. No part of 
the work of carrying on a home 
and bringing up a family makes 
the care and suffering for poor, 
tired women that this does. 

The GAZETTE has no regrets for 
anything it has ever done against 
the Chinese invasion, and it has no 
speck of doubt but that it is work- 
ing for the future welfare of the 
country in contributing its sbare 
to stop it, but itis free to say to 
that class of people who hope to 
be benefited by securing the wages 
paid for sueh labor that they ac- 
cept a responsibility when they ac- 
cept a benefit. They owe a duty 
when other laborers are driven 
out to give them a monopoly. A 
little consideration on their part 
‘will goa long way towards keep- 
ing down the opposition which 
shows itself occasionally and may 
have much influence in case a crisis 
ever arises when the powers are 
nearly balanced. 

We have little fears of the final 
result and believe as firmly as we 
ever did that in the long run the 
benefits will justify all those en- 
engaged in the cause. That free 
white labor will bless the land that 
feeds it, while slave labor would 
blight the fairest country the sun 
ever shone on. It will take time 
perhaps to regulate such matters, 
but in the end there wil! be co-op- 
eration and prospenity for and be- 
tween all classes. In the meantime 
those who praciice extortion or in- 
justice will fare as such people al- 
ways do.

Wreek of a Whaling Bark. 

Saw Fraxctsco, July 30. — The 
steamer Dora, from Seal Islands, 
Alaska, brings two survivors of the 
whaling bark Little Ohio, from New 
Bedford, which was wrecked off Point 
Hope, Alaska, October 3, 1888. From 
them detai's of the wreck are learned 
for the first time. Cape Lisburne was 
sighted on the morning of October 3d. 
The day was windy, and towards even- 
ing one of the worst storms ever exper- 
ienced in that region came up. About 
9 o’clock the bark struck near Point 
Hope, but as the air was dense with 
fine snow, it was at first thought that 
an iceberg had bean struck. 

The vessel seemed to be rapidly 
go‘ng to pieces, and Captain George T. 
Allen ordered the First Mate to cut 
away the masts. This was the last 
order given by the Captain, as he was 
never seen again, a heavy sea carrying 
| bim overboard. The Ohio broke up 
| rapidly, but the seas were so strong 
that it was im ible for the men, 
who were nearly frozen to death, to 
keep their hold to the masts and rig- 
ging, and they were thrown at the 
mercy of the waves. 

All told, there were 33 men on 
board, and but eight now survive. 
Most of the mien were frozen so stiff 
| that they could not keep themselves 
| above water, and perished before the 
vessel went to pieces. Alexander 
Omev gave up hope while on the ves- 
sel and killed himeelf with a pistol 
shot. First Mate Thymas F. Pease 
and Second Mate Thomas H. Miles 
were so badly frozen that they died on 
the beach. Several of the men were 
killed by the debris of the wreck while 
attempting to crawl upon the beach.
